The Granite City Rotary Club has built a picnic pavilion in the 
park, located off of Parkview Drive near the centerfield fence of 
the main softball diamond. 

Although the structure has been named “‘Rotary Pavilion,” the 
project is a gift from the club to the residents of Granite y- 

‘The octagonal pavilion is 30 feet in diameter, with a concrete 
base. 


‘A concrete walkway from a nearby parking area to the pavilion 
is included in the Project, making the pavilion 
handicap, accessible, 

While Wilson Park has several picnic areas, Worthen Park has 
had none — until now. That was one reason the site was chosen, 
said Rotary Club President Dennis Orsey. 

‘Orsey said he hopes the $20,000 project will spur other 
development at Worthen Park. 

“We think this is an excellent addition to Worthen Park, and 
hope it is a catalyst for further development there,” Orsey said. 

“Wwe hope that other service clubs and organizations will pick up 
the ball and carry it from here.” 

‘The pavilion is located near a sand volleyball pit constructed by 
the Park District last summer. 

‘Orsey said the Rotary club usually earmarks about $5,000 per 
year for a community project, but that the club had been saving 
money for the past couple of years to make the pavilion project

for-county morgue 


Persistence on_the part of 
Madison County Coroner Dallas 
Burke appears to be paying off. 

The County Board’s Buildings 
Committee gave first-round 
approval last week for a 
morgue, for which Burke has 
been lobbying. 

The $43,500 project will not go 
before the full County Board 
until May 19 at the garliest. 

Burke has been asking board 
members for a morgue for yéars 
but her campaign assumed an 
added sense of urgency earlier 
this year when forensic patholo- 
gist Dr. Raj Nanduri threatened 
to quit performing autopsies for 
the county if she was not provid- 
ed with adequate facilities 

Funeral homes around the 
<ounty have traditionally allowed 
the coroner's office to use their 
facilities for autopsies. 

-In recent years, however, 
funeral home directors. have 
become increasingly unwilling to 
allow the autopsies on their 
premises because of odor and 
maintenance problems. 

Nanduri threatened to quit 
after she was forced several 
times to perform autopsies in 

. Garages, storage rooms and oth- 
«er poorly lighted, poorly ventilat 
ed areas. 

For the time being, Alton 
Memorial Hospital and Anderson 
Hospital in Maryville are allow- 
ing Nanduri to use their facili- 


ties for county autopsies 

Last week, Burke grumbled 
when Buildings Committee 
Chairman Herbert ‘‘Junior’’ Mil- 
ton of Granite Ci asked for 
information that delayed action 
on Burke’s request 

At that time, Burke and coun- 
ty Buildings and Lands Adminis- 
trator Marty Siglock complied 
with Milton's request for cost 
estimates on renovating and 
equipping an unused room in the 
old adult probation building off 
Troy Road in Edwardsville.

Shortly before vote, Burke 
headed ‘off another potential 
delay when committee member 
William ‘Kip’ Krumeich sug- 
gested she get the approval of 
the Finance Committee before 
asking the Buildings Committee 
to vote

for trial in slaying 


A Pontoon Beach woman 
accused of fatally stabbing her 
two-year-old son and seriously 
wounding her daughter created a 
scene in court last_week after a 
judge ruled her unfit for trial. 

Monica Rujawitz is facing 
charges of first-degree murder 
and attempted first-degree mur- 
der in the March 25 stabbing of 
her son, Jeremiah, and four- 
year-old daughter, Michelle. 

At a competency hearing 
Thursday, she asked Associate 
Judge Lawrence Keshner to 
remove her from solitary con- 
finement at the Madison County 
Jail and place her with the other 
prisoners. 

Keshner responded by telling 
Rujawitz that she was unfit ‘to 
stand trial] and ordered her 
transferred to the Illinois 
Department of Mental Health 
and Developmental Disabilities. 

“You're telling me I going to 
an insane asylum?" Rujawitz 
screamed at Keshner. ‘‘You’re 
telling me I’m going to the funny 
farm?”’ 


Told by Keshner that she was 
to be transferred immediately, 
Rujawitz, in handcuffs and 
shackles, attempted to storm out 
of the courtroom 

A sheriff's deputy grabbed her 
and told her to take a seat on a 
court bench. 

After the hearing ended, Ruja- 
witz stormed out of the~court- 
room, mumbling remarks about 
her transfer. 

On March 25, Rujawitz report 
edly called Pontoon Beach police 
in the early afternoon and asked 
that she be taken to a mental- 
health ward because she had 
been hearing voices. 

Police reported that, when 
they arrived at her home, she 
refused to go. 7 

Two hours -later, police were 
called to the house on a 911 call 
and reportedly found the chil- 
dren, who had been stabbed, in 
an upstairs bedroom and Ruja- 
witz, who was bleeding from 
self-inflicted stab wounds, on a 
couch.

The board was scheduled tq act on the issue Tuesday evening, 


County officials debate next

County officials are unsure of 
their next move after voters last 
week nixed a. proposed tax 
increase to renovate the Madison 
County Juvenile Detention 
Home. 

The county did not have a don- 
tingency plan to follow if the-tef- 
erendum failed, which it did by 
a 59-percent margin. 

The. measure would have add- 
ed a temporary tax of 2 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation to 
county residents” tax bills to 
finance. $4 million in renovations 
at the existing building. 

Meanwhile, the Illinois Attor- 
ney General's Office is pressur- 
ing the county to act fast or the 
building will be closed because 
of numerous safety violations. 

“We're going to have to 
address it, and we're going to 
have to address it soon,” said 
Madison County Board member 
Jack Framdsen of Alhambra, 
saying the board’s Finance and 
Building committees would have 
to have a brainstorming session 
on the problem soon. 


The county didn’t have a con- 
tingency plan because board 
members assumed the ‘referen- 
dum would pass, Frandsen said. 

Severe overcrowding continues 
to plague the detention home, a 
correctional facility. that- houses 
the county’s juvenile offenders 
— and those from other counties 
— who are between the ages of 
10 and 17 

Last week, 30 children were 
Squeezed into the 21-bed facility, 
said “Robert Astorian, director of 
probation and court services. 

“It’s down to the wire,”” he 
said.‘If- they don’t do something 
shortly, everyone will be pulling 
their hair out wondering why the 
home was closed." 

For several years, state offi- 
cials have been telling the coun- 
ty to bring the home up to state 
standards. Needed improve- 
ments include building a new 
roof, putting toilets in each of 
the ‘cell blocks and installing a 
sprinkler system.

After being pressured by flight 
students, Belleville Area College 
trustees have overturned a deci- 
sion Wednesday fiat would have 
forced the students to pay hun- 
dreds or thousands extra dollars 
for their training. 

Instead, the board voted last 
week to charge students a $20 
per credit hour lab fee and cap 
enrollment in the flight instruc- 
tion courses to 4,700 hours, the 
current level. 

BAC President Joseph Cipfl 
said the moves were necessary 
to. keep the district from losing 
money through the Illinois Veter- 
Grant (IVG) program 
e majority of flight students 
are veterans who get IVG assis- 
tance each year. 

However, Cipfl said the state 
is not reimbursing the college at 
100 percent of what the college 
spends’ and the district will suf- 
fer a $87,000 shortfall this year. 











on flight school training 


The state also reimburses the 
college two years after classes 
are taken, Cipfl said. 

That means the college is 
being paid for 1,500 credit hours 
taken by students in 1891 when 
4,700 credit hours are being used 
in 1993. 

“Tf IVG was funded at 100 per- 
cent, we would be in the black 
by  $38,000,"" he said. ‘‘But the 
failure of IVG is driving this 
program in the red.’” 

Students who met with Cipfl 
before the board meeting initial- 
ly said they were upset about 
the board’s decision last month 
that would. have cost them more 
money and they had little time 
to prepare for the change. 

“We're just asking that if 
there’s a decision that affects us 
that we be given some formal 
warning in a timely manner so 
we can make preparations for 
the decision,’’ said Daniel R. 
Hornstrom, a flight student. 

Charles W. Sampson -said the 
college was unfair to change the 








fees 


rules after students had*regis- 
tered for the classes. 

Although the college’s flight 
training program is one of the 
best in the country, he said, 
many students would go else- 
where if the program is not set- 


led. 

BAC board trustees said they 
want the program reviewed over 
the next year by its incoming 
flight manager and other admin- 
istrators to determine how costs 
can be cut and how to counter- 
act the continued drops in state 
reimbursement on IVG funds 

The board also urged students 
to contact state legislators about 
the reimbursement levels and 
put pressure on them as well 
The state has budgeted $12 mil- 
lion for the program to cover all 
public colleges for the last two 
years. 

BAC gets about $1.2 million, or 
one-twelfth of that amount, Cipfl 
said.

In January, the board killed_a

In addition to the raises, the 
contract protects fringe benefits 
like an election holiday and paid 
lunches and includes a clause 
prohibiting elected county offi- 
cials from firing workers who 
refuse to sell or buy tickets to 
political fund-raisers. 

The contract covers about 300 
Local 799 members. An addition- 
al 100 employees in the Circuit 
Clerk’s and Circuit Court offices 
covered by a sepa rate contract 
will also receive 3.5 percent rais: 
es. 
‘The pay hikes are retroactive 
to Dec. 1, when the old contract 
expired.

U.S. Rep. Richard J- Durbin, 
D-Springfield, is. cosponsoring a 
bill that will give people the 
option of keeping their Postal 
Service records out of the hands 
of advertisers. 

“Many people don’t realize 
that when they file a. change~of, 
address card with the post office 
the information is available ‘td 
anyone who wants it,”’ Durbin 
said. “‘Americans should be able 
to say, ‘No’ to unwanted mail by 
deciding whether or not their 
names and addresses are giveri 
out to advertise! 

The Postal Privacy Act of 1993 
(H.R. 1344), which Durbin sup- 
ports, would require the post 
office to put a check-off box on 
change of address cards which 
would allow people to prevent 
their records from becoming 











public 
Every year, almost 40 million 
Americans file -change of 





address cards with the post 
office. The Postal Service then 
sells this information to 25 com- 
mercial mailing list companies, 
who in turn sell it to thousands 
of other advertising mailers. - 

In addition, the Postal Servicé 

also sells new address informa 
tion for $3 to anyone with the 
"s old address. 
5 bill will give the public 
a say in who has access to their: 
personal information,”’ Durbin 
said.

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Study uncovers early Illinois natural history

Biting horseflies so abundant 
“they could kill a horse, flights of 
Passenger pigeons so dense that 
they darkened the sun and flock 
of wild parrots flitting along the 
‘banks of Southern Illinois’ major 
rivers are just a few of the ways 
it used to be in the Prairie State. 
John White and Lisa Bell at

January of 1833. Their taste for 
crops and their tameness doubt- 
Jessly contributed to their extinc- 
tion. 

Passenger pigeons mostly nest- 
ed north of our state. Illinois 
saw gfeat flocks and roosts 
mostly’ during migration, but 
some wintered here, and Zubu- 
lon Pike reported a nesting colo- 
ny on islands in the Mississippi 
River in Pike County in 1806. 

Migrating flocks-were so large 
that they were said to pass over 
Will County in clouds rather 
than flocks.

oak. Both were characterized by- 


trees. with limbs broken off by 
the Sheer weight of perching 
birds. 

The pigeons fed on acorns and 
beech nuts from the vast forests 
of the day, but spring migrants 
in Kane County were said to 
clean out a newly seeded spring 
wheat or oat crop as well 

Their decline probably was 
caused mostly by market hunt 
ing which was made easy by 
their colonial roosting and nesi- 
ing. By 1894 there were such a 


rarity that when one was spotted — 


in Chicago's Lincoln Park the 
Tribune reported the sighting 


under “‘Last of His Race.” 

One of the last reports of a 
wild passenger pigeon from Illi 
nois seems to have been that by 
Professor J.H. Moore in Chicago 
on July 11, 1911. 

By 1850 prairie chicken popula- 
tions had “increased in the most 
astonishing manner’’ in response 
to early farming. The increased 
food from waste grain in crop 
fields coupled with large rem- 
nant prairies nearby for roosting 
and nesting led to a population 
explosion.

Income limits higher for 
2 assistance programs

April 1 meant more than April Fool’s Day this year. It also was 
the effective date of higher income limits for two important medi- 
cal assistance programs: Qualified Medicare Benefits (QMB) and 
Specified Low Income Medicare Benefits (SLMB). Both programs 
help people on Medicare pay for medical expenses that Medicare 
does not pay. 

QMB pays all Medicare premiums, deductibles and co-payments. 
Usually, those are out-of-pocket expenses for poorer Medicare 

tients and can easily add up to thousands of dollars per year. 
ndividuals qualify for QMB if their monthly income is not more 
than $601. The QMB income limit for couples is $806 per month. 

SLMB pays only the Medicare Part B premium ($36.60 pér 
month in 1993), but more people can qualify for it because the 
income limits-are about 10-pereent higher than the QMB limits. An 
individual’s income “cannot exceed $659 per month. A couple’s 
monthly income cannot exceed $885. 

Both programs also have resource limits. Having more than 
$4,000 of countable resources will disqualify an individual from the 
programs. More than $6,000 will disqualif:

To dramatically lower the risk 
for heart disease -and stroke, 
head to the produce section of 
the grocery store. Evidence 
from studies recently reported at 
American Heart Association con- 
ferences confirms that certain 
vegetables and fruits’ contain 
vitamins powerful enough to 
‘reduce the risk of stroke and 
heart disease. 

These vitamins — beta-caro- 
tene and vitamins E and C — 
are called antioxidants. They 
appear to prevent chemical 
changes that make cholesterol 
easier to deposit in blood vessel 
walls. Build-up of cholesterol 
eventually can block the flow of 
blood through a_ blood vessel, 
leading to stroke if it happens in 
the brain or heart attack if it 
happens in the heart. 

In the largest of the studies, 
women who regularly ate foods 
containing the antioxidant vita-

mins had a 54 percent lower risk 
of stroke compared to women 
who ate these foods less often. 

Eating carrots and spinach, 
both rich in beta-carotene, had a 
particularly dramatic association 
with risk for stroke. Women who 
ate five‘or more servings of car- 
rots weekly had 68 percent less 
stroke risk compared to women 
who ate only one serving or less 
per month. Eating spinach daily 
resulted in 43 percent less ris! 
compared to eating spinach once 
a month or less

them acclimated to outdoor 
growing is important. Plants 
cannot be taken straight from 
the greenhouse and set out with- 
out suffering some damage 
under cold conditions. They need 
to be gradually acclimated to 
more light and lewer tempera- 
tures by setting out for a short 
period to start; and then gradu- 
ally increasing the time over a 
few days before planting. 

While out driving the last 
weekend of March, I observed a 
home with a newly planted bed 
of marigolds, salvias and petu- 
nias. While marigolds may be 
hardy, the other two will suffer 
severe root damage and may be 
permanently set back.

‘Fomatoes should not be set out 
until late April unless they caf 
be covered with ‘‘hot-caps” or 
other suitable plastic covers to 
keep them warm enough. Plants 
that are put in the ground too 
early turn pale green, will have 
slight to severe leaf curl and 
flowers will fail to open 

Once temperatures haye 
warmed up (night temperaturés 
over 60 degrees for several 
nights), early planted material 
can be given a boost by applying 
a liquid fertilizer or plant starter 
solution by following label direc- 
tions. 

This should not be used until 
we have had several warm days 
to allow the plants to begin to

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“‘Human ancestry and the DNA Clock,” will be the topic under 
discussion during ‘the April 28 session of Dialogue With Senior 
Citizens at Southern Mlinois University at Edwardsville. 

Sponsored by the Gerontology Program at the university, the 
presentation will begin at 1 p.m. in the Mississippi/Tllinois Rooms 
of the University Center. . 

F. Henry Firsching, emeritus professor of chemistry; will dis- 
cuss ‘the human mitochondrial DNA, a relatively small DNA mol 
ecule inheritied only from the mother 

“Chemical changes in the sequerices of the mitochondrial DNA 
occur between two to four percent every million years,” Firsching 
said, adding that analyses of the molecule from all areas of the 
world, show only a .57 percent maximum difference. 

“This indicated that all human beings, whether Asian, European, 
Africian, or American, had a_common ancestor — a female who 
lived about 200,000 years ago. scientifically, she is the great grand- 
mother (about 10,000 times)..‘of us all,”’ Firsching said. 

Dialogue With Senior Citizens is an educational and cultural 
enrichment program for older adults. 

The sessions are free and open to the public. Transportation is 
available at the Edwardsville Senior Citizens ‘Center.

It has been a little more than 
one year since the Patient Self- 
Determination Act (PSDA) took 
effect. During this time, St. Eliz- 
abeth Medical Center, Granite 
City, has been furnishing timely 
information to individuals about 
advance directives and durable 
power of attorney for health 
care. 


“In conjunctien with Social 
Work Month, members of the 
department were available to 
provide information and assis- 
tance to anyone who wishes to 
discuss advance directives,” said 
Ralpha Hausmann, director of 
the Social Work Department. 


In a recent statement, U.S. 
Sen. John C. Danforth, R-Mo., 
who cosponsored the PSDA legis- 
lation, said, “Efforts made by 
hospitals throughout the state 
enhance communication 
patients, families, phy: 
and care givers, and emphasize 
the need for providers to act 
consistently with the wishes of 
patients."’ 

Under the PSDA, hospitals and 








other health-care providers 
inform patients of their rights 
under state law to accept or 
refuse surgical treatment and to 
formulate advance directives to 
specify the care to be given if 
the patient becomes incapacitat- 
ed 


During the past year, SEMC 
has offered community educa- 
tion, provided informational 
booklets to patients admitted to 
the medical center, opened a 
special after-hours telephone line 
for referrals regarding advance 
directives, and made available 
copies of forms ‘for ‘living wills” 
and health-care powers of attor- 
ney 
“Anyone admitted to the medi- 
cal center is asked if he or she 
has an advance directive,” 
Hausmann said. “If the person 
expresses dn interest in further 
information regarding advance 
directives, he or she is referred 
to the Pastoral-Care Department 
or to the Social Work Depart- 
ment.”

Storm sends.oil from Shell into_lake— 


ROXANA — An environmental expert has been 
flown in from Houston to help Shell PS Co. clean 
up oil carried by storm water into Grassy Lake. 

A reported 3-inch rainfall overnight Saturday 
inundated the Wood River Manufacturing Com- 
plex's storm sewers and flooded a tank farm send- 
ing an unknown amount of an oil mix into the 
adjoining environmental area off Mlinois 111 south 
of the complex. 

Shell cleanup crews began spreading boom floats 
and absorbent pads to control the oil shortly after 
it was discovered about 7 a.m. Sunday. They were 
joined by crews from Heritage Remediation Inc. of 
St. Louis using vacuum trucks to suck the oil off 
acres of water inside the tank farm. 

At one point Sunday, as many as five trucks and 
about 20 workers swarmed over the site. Workers 
pumped oil from the water throughout the night. 

“We had so much rain it overloaded the sys- 
tem,”’ Shell spokesman Dave McKinney said. 

“An unknown amount of oil was carried with the 
water from the whole refinery. It ran beneath 


Route 111 and into the containment ponds,” 
McKinney said. 


Crews were back on the job Monday. The clean- 
up could take several days, depending upon the 
weather, officials said. 

“It will be a couple of days at least,’ McKinney 
said. “‘As we suck the oil out of the water, it’s 
leaving traces (of oil) on the vegetation.” 

Shell has an Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency permit to discharge water into Grassy 
Lake but not contaminants. The natural waterway 
drains southwest from Illinois 111 through the 
Cahokia Diversion Canal and into the Mississippi 
River near Hartford 

IEPA specialist Tom Powell began sampling the 
lake water Sunday to determine possible damage 
to plants and wildlife. Results were not immediate- 
ly available. 

“Some oil did get into the lake ‘south of the tank 
farm,’’ said Powell, who ordered sampling to con- 
tinue Monday. 

The company could be in violation of its dis- 
charge permit, but that will be determined by the 
IEPA enforcement section, Powell said 

A caller reported the incident to the IEPA hot 
line early Sunday after spotting the cleanup crews.
